A DISTINGUISHED DIVINE. 


Starting on a Year’s Travels—His 
Ideas. 


“Rev. W. Ormiston, LI. D., a well 


known New York divine, who has 
been pastor of the Collegiate Reform 
Church in that city for 20 years past, 
is passing a few days in the city, the 
guest of his nephew, Dr. W. D. 
Greene. A Times reporter had a 
pleasant conversation with him yes- 
terday. He has led a very active life 
in ministerial work, and at- 
tained prominence by his erudi- 
tion and force. Before going to 
New York he was in Canada. He 
was a professor there for ten years and 
a pastor for 16 years. Dr. Ormiston 
was born in Lanarkshire, Scotland, in 
1821, but in-spite of his years is an ex- 
ceedingly vigorous and active man. 
He has lately resigned his pastorate in 
New York city, and will travel fora 
year in this country and Europe. The 
Collegiate Reform Church in New 
York is the oldest Protestant church 
in America. 

Dr. Ormiston said that he expected 
to find a western town in Los Angeles, 
rough in its elements; but he 

been agreeably disappointed. He 
ebe his impressions of the city 
y saying that, instead of a town sub- 
sisting on a boom, and that boom 
knocked from under it, he found a city 
which had all the elements of per- 
manency. He had taken a ride over 
the Baldwin ranch and was somewhat 
-bewildered by the immense territory 
included within its boundaries, and 
thought the San Gabriel Valley the 
nearest approach to the land o 
Goshen he ever expected to see in 
this life. After remaining a few days 
in the city, Dr. Ormiston will go to 
Arizona, where he will examine some 
of the remains of the old races of the 
continent, being much interested in 
the discoveries there. He believes a 
people existed there, older than Col- 
umbus, and with a high state of civili- 


zation.

Instances are not rare where persons 
have fought, tooth and toenail, against 
public measures which tended directly 
towards their own advantage, pecun- 
iarily as well as in every. other way.

Too often opposed 
and thwarted, it may be, by private 
persons, the fact has, possibly, ren- 
dered the members overcautious, and

lic measures. But this practice has 
seriously interfered, and is still inter- 
fering, with the growth and progress 
of the city. A board of public works 
is of little use when it is guided by 
private interests and loses sight of the 
welfare of the whole community. 
About twenty years ago a board of 
public works in Washington City un- 
dertook a system of improvements 
which, in this short space of time, has 
resulted in making that city the most 
beautiful one on the American conti- | 
nent, if not in the world.

He made is re- 
mark laughingly, and in accepting it the 
young lady thoucht but little of it. A few 
days later she handed it to me, saying I 
might carry it, as it was not convenient for 
her.

the insane King of Bavaria, who had 
been deposed shortly before, ended his 
life by drowning. In the evening of 
June 13, 1886, the King and his physi- 
cian, Dr. Van Gudden, were found so 
nearly dead that all attempts to re- 
store them were fruitless. They were 
discovered in Lake Starnberg, an 
hour’s ride from Munich, near Berg 
Castle, to which the King had been 
removed in the morning vt. the same 
day; he had been de on 
the 10th because of mental inca 
to rule. After a brief resistance 
the insane monarch submitted to being 
taken to the castle of Berg, where 
a few hours after his arrival he sud- 
3 threw himself into the lake and 
was drowned. The physician jumped 
into the water to rescue him and per- 
ished in the attempt. Ludwig II. was 
born August 25, 1845, and succeeded 
his father, Maximilian II., in 1864. He 
always had a mania for theatricals, 
music and castle-building, the gratifi- 
cation of which taste made him a 
bankrupt. Unfortunately Ludwig’s © 
brother Otto was also insane, aud 
though nominally King as Otto I., the 
royal authority Was exercised by the 
late King's uucle, Prince Leopold, as 
regent. 
GEN. WINFIELD SCOTT 
was born near Petersburg, Va., June 
13, 1786. He studied at William and 
| Mary College, was admitted to the bar 
in 1806, entered a cavalry company in 
1807, and was commissioned a captain 
of artillery in the United States army 
in 1808. Scott became a lieutenant- 
colonel in 1812,and two years later 
was promoted to the rank of brigadier- 


general. Scott commanded at the
